WASHINGTON, August 2. — At an in- 


formal meeting of the Democratic Jack- 
son Association to-night there was a 
heated discussion over the Hancock let- 
ter of acceptance. They pronounce it 
too conciliatory in tone and not suffi- 
ciently aggressive to meet the general 
sentiment ot the party. It appears from 
information received here that the con- 
fidential friends of Gen. Hancock and 
the regulars of the party like English, 
who always prononced the war a failure, 
and by every means at their command 
endeavored to betray the Government 
into the hands of the rebels, came very' 
near an open rapture on the question 
of bayonet rule. They insisted upon a 
wholesale attack on the whole system 
of exercising the vested force of the 
Executive in coercing acquiescence in 
the pasnnonnt authority of the Govern- 
ment, and favored the most radical de- 
nunciation of constitutional authority, 
which they designated as bayonet 
rale, and carried to the extreme of 
state sovereignty the old secession no- 
tion. The friends of Gen. Hancock in- 
formed the democratic managers that 
such a position he „ could not assert 
short of sacrificing his commission, and 
he was not willing to risk a per- 
mancy on the result of an election sur- 
rounded by many very serious doubts. 
After much delay it was decided 
to adopt tte compromise of General 
Hancock, the presidential candidates 
writing one sort of a letter not to in- 
terfere with his allegiance to the 
Union, but the constitution and the 
laws, and English catering to the con- 
trolling rebel influence of the party. 
The democrats of this latitude highly 
compliment English for his declaration 
of sound democratic doctrine and arc 
disposed to disparage Hancock.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—From what 


has been learned at the census office 
and elsewhere as to the present popula- 
tion of the country, it is clear that if 
the congressional apportionment is not 
changed by enlarging it, the number of 
members to be 'elected in 1883 will be 
nearly 400. The present apportion- 
ment is 131,425 to each congressional 
district. The basis will have to be en- 
larged, or the hall of the house of rep- 
resentatives will not hold them all. By 
no possibility can seats and desks be 
crowded in lor nearly 400. The pres- 
ent number of members is 293. The 
basis will probably be enlarged to about 
170,000 to each congressional district, 
which will give about 290 members. 
A basis of 160,000 would give 312 
members, and a basis of 150,000 would 
give 333 members, which would be an 
unwieldy body. 
The present basis 


would give about 380 members. The 
basis has been changed after every 
census since 1790. The changes were 
as follows:

An effort will be 
made to enlarge the basis, so as to re- 
duce the number of members to about 
250, which would be as large as is con- 
venient for any legislative body, but 
probably the number will be fixed at 
about 300, and the basis changed accord- 
ingly.
